THE CELEBRATION 

The Dominion Day celebration at Vul¬ 
can was a hundred per cent event. The 
weather *nan gave us the best of his pro¬ 
duction, a day the Hottest for two years, 
hut entirely without the wind that some¬ 
times annoys a little.

The prizes and 
purses this year were better than ever, 
particularly in the horse races, ^nd the 
nesult was tliat in one race there were 
fourteen entries, and the others wire 
well filled, providing some, fine sport. 

The bucking contest was a feature that 
has not been on the program for some 
years, and the interest manifested by the.

horses proved the popularity of the 
attraction. 

Baseball is always a feature, and there 
were two games, both started on the dot 
and not permitted to run into the time 
of the other events, and while there were 
a couple of incidents which could hardly 
he termed as edifying they certainly 
created any amount of intense excitement 
and added interest to the .games, the re¬ 
sult of both of which receive mention 
under the regular baseball heading.

CROW’S NEST AGREEMENT 

It is unfortunate, as it is unexpect¬ 
ed, that this issue has to be fought 
out, says the Edmonton Bulletin in re¬ 
ferring'to the Crows Nest Pass agree¬ 
ment. There has been a prospect that 
the arrangement arrived at three 
yar8 ago would stand without chal¬ 
lenge, and that the agreement would 
come into effect next month as a mat¬ 
ter of course. But as the railways 
have raised the point nothing can be 
done hut present the interests and 
rights of the railway users, and do so 
in the most effective way possible. 
The people in the prairie provinces are 
plainly entitled to the reduced rates on 
westbound traffic fixed by the agree¬ 
ment. They have assented to the im¬ 
position of higher rates during a pe¬ 
riod in which conditions were altoge¬ 
ther out of normal and when the 
railways were subjected to extraordi¬ 
nary costs of operation. That was 
possible, and was not objected to, 
when the proceeds from western pro¬ 
ducts was swelled by war and post-war 
prices. These prices have long since 
subsided. They are now down to pre¬ 
war basis. The prairie farmer cannot 
afford to pay higher freight rates on 
what he has to import in 1924 than 
he paid in 1914, and his financial abili¬ 
ty fixes that of the public generally. 
' ‘lhe west cannot continue to do busi¬ 
ness under War-time freight rates at 
peace time prices for farm products. 
It is not a matter ’of choice, but one of 
stern necessity, that the Crow’s Nest 
rates should be re-established if the 
west is to be put in as good position 
to produce wealth as it was in ten 
yeaVs ago. What may happen in con¬ 
sequence to the revenues of the Na¬ 
tional railway or the C.P.R. cannot be 
helped. The west is not antagonistic 
to either of these enterprises with the 
success of which its own welfare is in¬ 
timately linked. But conditions do 
pot admit of sentiment deciding this 
issue 1 . The west needs every cent it 
can get for its crop, or that it can save 
ui the marketing of that crop. That 
the dominion government appreciates 
this fact is plain. Mr. Graham’s 
statement is a broad hint to the people 
of these provinces that they had bet¬ 
ter make their views and circumstanc¬ 
es known. That is less necessary for 
effect upon the Ministers than for ef¬ 
fect upon the people in eastern Cana¬ 
da and their representatives in Parli¬ 
ament. Wbat it amounts to is that 
♦he ministers are asking the west tb 
back them up in protecting its rights 
and interests . They should not ask 
that in vain. 


The British public cannot tolerate 
the cruelty of steei* roping, which is 
all in the day’s work in this oountry. 
The home secretary was forced to con¬ 
fer with the Wembley authorities and 
have this event cancelled because it 
was quite too rough for the steer. To 
us it seems not such a hard game, al¬ 
though we, also, have cut it out as a 
public exhibition. The steer has a 
fair chance and only in an exceptional 
case does he get very badly injured. 
An eastern Canadian newspaper asks 
wjiat about fox hunting? That does 
aot shock the British people. That is 
cprtte the ri#it thing, although the fox 
has but little chance lined up against 
lhe hunters and the hounds. In ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred, the steer 
comes out of the adventure none the 
worse for it. Even when the cowboy 
wins, the steer is not very often hflrt. 
But when the hunter wins in the fox 
hunting game, blood is spilled and the 
fox is killed. It is surprising that a 
public which rather rejoices in the an¬ 
cient sport of fox hunting, is so much 
terrified in stew roping.

OCEAN RATES ON CATTLE HIGH 

A fifty per cent reduction of the pre¬ 
sent ocean rates on cattle from Cana¬ 
da to England is advocated in a 
pamphlet which has been circulated 
among the members of parliament at 
Ottawa by the Manitoba Free Press of 
Winnipeg. The pamphlet quotes fig¬ 
ures to show that the cost of market¬ 
ing Canadian cattle in the United 
Kingdom today costs approximately 
75 per .cent more than it .did in 1914. 
The shipping companies “in the North 
Atlantic conference or combine,” says 
the pamphlet, “are demanding just 
about double the amount the railways 
ask to carry a steer from Winnipeg to 
Montreal, as to carry the same steer 
from Montreal to Liverpool.” Accept¬ 
ing the old rule that seven miles of 
water haul should equal one mile of 
railway, it is pointed out that the ship¬ 
ping companies ask twice as much for 
tarrying the steer an equivalent of 380 
miles as the railways get for carrying 
it 1411 miles. “The only means where¬ 
by the North Atlantic conference or 
combine can be brought to time,’ the 
pamphlet states further, “is by the Ca¬ 
nadian government securing tfen or 
twelve tramp ships, having them pro¬ 
perly fitted and putting them into the 
cattle trade with a rate of $10 per 
head to any British port.” 


CANADA AND THE CROPS 

Estimates of a world shortage of 
wheat, based on a reduction of acreage 
and unfavorable crop conditions in the 
United States, Russia, India jfind a 
wide area is Europe, have stimulated 
orices on this continent They have 
been rising slowly for some weeks, 
but most of the gains were registered 
last week, following the alarming bul¬ 
letin of the ifnited States department 
of agriculture. The increase will put 
a good deal of money into Canadian 
pockets, as many millions of bushels 
are -still in the west waiting to be 
marketed. It would be premature to 
base prophesies of good or ill upon 
^June conditions. The Bulls are having- 
on inning just now, and in Chicago 
they are trying to include the Canadi¬ 
an prairie provinces in their pessimist¬ 
ic forecasts, but authentic informa¬ 
tion flrom all parts of the Canadian 
west shows that the weather so far 
has been far more favorable north of 
the border than south of it, and that 
crop prospects are correspondingly 
brighter. The reduction of the area 
sown to wheat in the United States 
means a smaller production even if the 
yield is normal, and’ this factor alone 
guarantees a higher price-level for the 
crop of 1924. The Canadian wheat 
growers Will be in a better position to 
profit by it than their brethren across 
the line, for, difficult as their recent 
lot has been, there has been nothing 
in this country resembling the col¬ 
lapse of agriculture in several States 
of the Union. The United States se¬ 
cretary of agriculture reports that in 
the fifteen wheat states alone more 
than 108,000 farmers have lost their 
property since 1920 through foreclos¬ 
ures or bankruptcy; over 122,000 were 
dispossessed without legal proceedr 
ings, and 373,000 retained their pro¬ 
perty through the leniency of their 
creditors. Such a state of affairs ex¬ 
plains why there are fewer growers 
and a smaller wheat acreage in the 
United States this year. A bad har¬ 
vest would be a crowning calamity for 
the survivors, but, while better wea¬ 
ther may retrieve their crops, even 
with the best liuck there will be little 
exportable surplus from the United 
States in a year of world scarcity. A 
normal crop in the Canadian prairies 
is therefore a world need. As prices 
this year promise to yield a profit on 
average production, the harvest of 
1924 may be a turning point in Cana¬ 
dian fortunes.

Fifteen per cent, of the C.N.R. shop¬ 
men ^re to be laid off the. 1st of July. 

Eight Stoney Indians from the Mor- 
ley reserve are being taken to New 
York by the Famous Players Laskey 
corporation to join the “movies". 

Dates for Alberta’s first com show 
have been set for November 13 and 14 
at Medicine Hat. This year about 
100,000 acres of com are being grown 
in Southern Alberta. 

The second auction sale of horses 
rounded up in the recent round-up 
covering southern ranges will be held 
at Brooks, July 24. Chas. Mickle is 
the government representative in this 
sale. 

Sheridan Lawrence brought out furs 
from the Fort Vermillion district, in 
the far north, valued at $22,000. They 
include silver, cross and red fox, otter, 
wolf, wolverine, beaver, mink and 
muskrat. 

A party of fifty, comprising the Ed¬ 
monton Newsboys’ Band, is now en 
route over Canadian National lines to 
the Atlantic seaboard, whence they 
will sail for England to take part in 
the attractions programs of the Bri¬ 
tish Empire Exhibition at Wembley. 

Further extension of phone connec¬ 
tion between Alberta and distant parts 
of the continent has been established. 
Last year the opening of the new long 
distance line from Alberta to Manito¬ 
ba took place. This year it has been 
possible to effect telephone connection 
as far east as Chicago. 

An order has been booked by a Cal¬ 
gary gl-ain firm for between 5,000 and 
| 6,000 tons of Alberta oats, for ship¬ 
ment to New Zealand. This is the 
first time that Alberta oats have ever 
been shipped to New Zealand. Owing 
to a shortage in the crop there, impor¬ 
tations have been necessary. As it is 
stated the shortage is in the neighobr- 
hood of 4,000,000 bushels, further con¬ 
siderable orders are expected to be 
placed in Alberta.

BIGGEST ELECTRIC USERS 

Electricity is not the boon of the 
few in Canada. Giant transmission 
line poles rear themselves up in every 
section of the country. Electric lights 
are in every city home and the electric 
iron has replaced Mrs. Sadd’s product 
in a great many of the farm homes. 
In Canada there is one consumer of 
electricity for every ten persons; which 
is exactly the same percentage as pre¬ 
vails in the United States with its 
closer knit population and its great 
industrial development. Every other 
home in Canada is wired for eectricity 
There are 1,768.000 dwellings in-Cana¬ 
da, according to the last census. In 
1922 there were 889,346 private con¬ 
sumers of electricity in addition to 
164,000 commercial consumers. Cana¬ 
da has cheaper electrical power than 
the United States because most of the 
power generated in this country comes 
from our water falls, while the majori¬ 
ty of the electric power generated in 
the United States comes from steam 
plants,which are much more expensive 
to operate. It is not surprising then 
/tliat Canada uses a great deal more 
power per head of population than the 
United States. There js an installa¬ 
tion of about one horse power for each 
family in the United States. By the 
end of the present year there will be 
an installation of two horse powir for 
each family in Canada. 


PASS AGREEMENT 

__ V 

Justice, Not Favor, Asked by the West 
In Crow Scale 

The case of the prairie provinces in 
support of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
agreement and against any obstacle 
being imposed to its coming into auto¬ 
matic effect on July 7, was presented 
to the cabinet on Saturday morning by 
H. J. Symington, K.C. He spoke for 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
At the outset he stated that no favors 
or preferential treatment was sought 

but only justice. «He opposed a sug¬ 
gested change in policy adopted after 
very extensive consideration. He jus¬ 
tified the Crow’s Nest agreement as 
suited to the present time just as it 
was in 1897, when immigration and de¬ 
velopment of the west was tire great 
objective. As rates in the east were, 
levelled by water competition so, in the 
west, it was decided that where rail¬ 
ways were federally subsidized the 
rates should not only be controlled but 
on certain commodities should* be spe¬ 
cifically limited to a certain maxima. 
The arrangements had been solemnly 
entered into as a matter of' contract 
^nd in the creation olStlwrrarrw«y com¬ 
mission there was no idea of disturb¬ 
ing the maximum of rates presented 
by the Crow agreement. The war/had 
brought about a temporary moratori¬ 
um but it was only as n war measure. 
7 hen in 1919, as an after-war policy, 
the rates were further suspended for 
three years. In 1922 a special com¬ 
mission of the house sat for weeks and 
as a result of its inquiry it was decided 
that the moratorium should cease then 
,as regards grain, but the rest of the 
agreement was deferred for the year, 
and the government given the right to 
extend it an t-xtra year—till the 7th of 
this month. The railway^ which claim¬ 
ed they were going to be ruined by 
the new rates had made the same 
claim as to the effect of the grain rat¬ 
es in 1922. Instead of a deficit which 
it forecast as a result of the cut, the 
C.P.R. increased its surplus from, half 
a million to a million and a half. Mr. 
Symington went on to say that the 
disparities which were talked of were 
£et up only with the object of creat¬ 
ing a cry of sectionalism. The rates 
entered into were voluntary and in no 
sense forced. Mr. Symington cited the 
interpretation of the law by Justice 
Killam and Justice Mabee,, successive¬ 
ly chiefs of tfie railway commission, 
ami argued that the cabinet should be 
guided by what, for fifteen years had 
been held to be the law. Mr. Syming¬ 
ton said the reduction in rates under 
tlie Crow agreement would be follow¬ 
er: ui oportionately by other rates af¬ 
fecting oth6r commodities an 1 ne de¬ 
nied that the disparities and discrimi¬ 
nations claimed could ex.;t They! 
would be barred by derisions of the.! 
luilv. ay commission. * ... j 

“Is it your argument th£t, despite! 
the changed conditions, the Crow’s! 
Nest must be the scale of rates all I 
over the country?” askedJion. G. PJ 
Graham “On these commodities —< 
yes,” answered Mr. Symington, who 1 
spoke of the Crow agreement as ‘our 
sole charter of rights.’ “We complet¬ 
ed our part of the covenant, when we 
paid the subsidy, and there is no rea¬ 
son why the C.P.R. should now be i 
wiped hut.” 

Mr. Symington ihen came to the ar¬ 
gument that the Canadian National 
Railways’ revenues would be adversely 
affected by the operation of the Crows 
Nest agreement. “The fact,” he said, 

‘ that the government has taken over 
the Canadian Northern is no more an 
argument that this Crow’s Nest agree¬ 
ment can be repudiated than that the 
bonds taken over should be repudi¬ 
ated.” 

Counsel went on to declare that, 
even when the lower rates came into 
effect, they would still be higher than 
that rates on the same commodities in 
the east. The legislative maxima were 
put into the law, said Mr, Symington, 
because it was recognized that the 
west was “a railway monopolized ter¬ 
ritory.” He asked upon what basis the 
agreement, not wiped out in 1922, 
should- be wiped out now, when the 
country was getting further away 
from war all the time. “I have search¬ 
ed in vain for any reason that justifies 
a change in policy or a repudiation of 
the covenant.” To a question by Mr. 
Lapointe, Mr. Symington answered, 
that if the Crow’s Nest rates came into 
effect there would be no discrimination 
against British Columbia because the 
other rates would follow suit, accord¬ 
ing to the judgment of the railway 
commission. This had taken place 
when the grain rates were reduced on 
the prairies—the railways 'immediate¬ 
ly, rduced th export grain rate from 
the prairies to the Pacific coast. Mr. 
Symington concluded with a general 
summary of his points against any re¬ 
pudiation of the agreement. 

The prime minister read a telegram 
from Premier Greenfield of Alberta, 
against any suspension of the agree¬ 
ment, and also one from the Winnipeg 
Board of Trade. The Edmonton Board 
jn a message, alluded to changed con¬ 
ditions regarding export of grain by 
the Pacific and suggested a delay of. 
thirty days before there ig a decision. 

A vote of $1,000,000 for the con¬ 
struction of the government grain ele¬ 
vator at Edmonton, has passed the 
House of Commons in committee of 
supply. Hon. Thomas A. Low, min¬ 
ister of trade and commerce, stated 
that the elevator would have a capa¬ 
city of 2,000,000 bushels, and it was 
hoped It would be ready by the time 
the next crop was moved,

LOTS OF COWS AND POULTRY 

EmphaHc evidence that the farmers 
of Alberta are mixing their, farming 
is given in recent figures issued by the 
federal government as to the average 
number of poultry kept on Canadian 
farms, for we stand second for the 
whole of Canada, only being exceeded 
by British Colombia, and as evidence 
that our dairying is progressing, we 
are well np to the average for the rest 
of the provinces in the number of cows 
on each farm. In poultry Canada’s 
average per farm is 63.9, but Alberta 
has 79.9. Comparative figures are as 
follows: Prince Edward Island 60.4; 
Nova Scotia 17.9;New Brunswick 28.2; 
Quebec 19.7; Ontario 79.1; Manitoba 
61.7; Saskatchewan 76.2; Aberta 79.9; 
British Columbia 98.7. Alberta’s num¬ 
ber of milk cows per farm is 4.9; com¬ 
pared with 5.1 for all Canada. Alber¬ 
ta’s number per farm is higher than 
the other western provinces, and is ex¬ 
ceeded only by Quebec and Ontario.

Sixteen nomi¬ 
nations for president have already 
been made and more are expected. The 
Ku Klux Klan seem to be wielding 
some influence at the convention. 

*■ Tourists spent approximately $136,- 
000,000 in Canada during the past 
ypar, according to an estimate prepar¬ 
ed by the • Dominions Parks Branch. 
This represents Canada’s fourth larg¬ 
est source of foreign cash income. 
Over 700,000 automobiles registered as 
entering Canada from other countries 
during the past year. 

A party of French-Canadian visit¬ 
ors have left Montreal for a tour of 
Western Canada over the Canadian 
National Railway and will spend a day 
or two in the Edmonton district, ar¬ 
riving in Edmonton July 5, They will 
investigate particularly the St. Paul 
de Metis district northeast of the city. 
The object of the tour is to see the 
settlement possibilities of the west. 

Three carloads of seed grain are be¬ 
ing shipped weekly from the provincial 
seed cleaning and marketing plant in 
Edmonton. So great is the demand 
that no more registered first and se¬ 
cond generation marquis wheat seed is 
available. About 50,000 bushels of 
seed grain have been handled by the 
plant since last fall and 20,000 bushels 
more will be handled before the year’s 
seeding is completed. 

H. A. Craig, deputy minister of ag¬ 
riculture for Alberta, who went to Ja¬ 
pan with the first shipment of live 
stock ever sent there-from Canada, is 
now busily engaged in looking into the 
question of a possible market for Al¬ 
berta live stock and other products. 
He advises that the prospects for cat¬ 
tle trade with that country are good, 
although the prospects for the sale of 
horses are not so attractive. 

Two hail storms did much injury to 
wheat in this district the past week. 
On Friday evening a hail storm pass¬ 
ed between this place and Granum, and 
on Sunday afternoon' another hail 
storm followed the exact path of the 
two destructive storms of last year be¬ 
tween this place and Stavely and on 
eastward to Barons. Some farmers 
claim their wheat is damaged as much 
as fifty per cent.—Claresholm Review.

The C.P.R. is also 
building a large irrigation dam at 
Kimball for its system in that dist¬ 
rict. The Calgary gas company is 
spending $600,000 in the construction 
of a gas pipe line from the Foremost 
field to connect with its line from the 
Bow Island field supplying Southern 
AJberta towns as well tts- Calgary and 
Lethbridge with gas-. 'A new Indian 
school is being erected on the Blood 
Indian Reserve near Cardston.

At the dominion dinner held-in Lon¬ 
don on July 1st the-Prince of Wales 
announced that he would visit his 
ranch again thfs fall, and in his re¬ 
marks said: “Canada always has been 
a real tonic to me.

I 
first realized .that when I went there 
a few months after the close of the 
war. I went straight from four years 
of horror and confusion to a great 
clean pountry, full of hope and confi¬ 
dence in the future. I am sure there 
will be the same tonic this fall.”
